20. ſet forth 
by this CharaQter, 4 raiſer of Taxes, as indeed he was, as we may lee 
plainly, Lk. 2. 1, 2. he was Daniels fourth Beaſt, Dan, 7.7. and wag 
moretertible in his perſecuting the people of God then any of the 
three Kings or Monarchs were that went before him, ſet forth in 
theſe words, Dreadfull, terriblegund ſtrong exceeding ly,and had great iron 
teeth, who devorred and broke in pieces, and f ape. the reſidue under hi 
feet.

Thus Antichriſt exerciſed all the er of the former 
Roman Beaſt, and exerciſed as much malice and cruelty againft 
the Saints in breaking them to pieces, devouring and trampling 
thoſe that were left, as the Roman Emperour did. 

But it will be obje&ed ; how comes it to paſſe that that 
ſinne of Antichriſt in breaking theChurches and ChucchCovenant 


to pieces to be ſogreat in him, and not in the Roman Emperour, 


when he did the ſame thing, Dan. 7. 7. 
- Anſw. The Roman Emperour did it igaorantly , Antichriſt 
knowingly, againſt the light of his owne underſtanding, he did it 
as an open profeſſed enemy ; Antichrilt as a ſecret enemy and open 
profeſſed friend, like 7udx: ; yea, he and the reit with himwho 
dealt wickedly againſt the Covenant, profeſſed themſelves tobe the 
Spouſe and Witneſſe of Chriſt : And for them to' deale treche-

that time, and to his Prieſtly office; thatwe are freely juſtified by his 


grace,and not by our owne merits.

Ti witneſſes were to prophelie and give teſtimony 1260. years, 
from 375. to 1635. and had power given them of Chriſt foto 


do: when they have finiſhed their teftimony and done their work, , © 
then Antichritt,chat Beaſt that aſcended out of the bortomleſle pit, ow. 2: Fl 
was to make war againſt thetn and flay them. 
There is a natarall.ivill and ſpirituall ſlaying, we cannot ſup- 
pu it to be meant of: a-natatall thying : for by thoſe two witne(- 
es, is meant all the Saints 'and people of God ; ahd_ Chriſt will 
not ſuffer the Devill and wicked men to flay all his people ar. one 
oor in one age, nonotin the hotteſt perſecution of the Ki 
man Emperour, in thoſe 300. yeares , though many hundred haye 
been {laine at a:timie. And it-we ſhould underſtand by theſe wit 
nelſes the godly ones of tht Magiftracy and Minifſtery, and ra be 
naturally thine, to they have heen in former ages, in the daies of 
their propheſie, as other of the Saints have been, (as is ſer forth By 
the word devoure,) and fo the Spirit of God hath ſaid nonew  _. 
thing, but what he had formerly ſpoken; therefore it cannot be 
meant a naturall ihying. : "0 
Secondly, there is a {pirituall laying, and this cannot be meant; 
ne- 
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neither men nor Devils can ſpiritually {Jay the Saints and witneſ- 
ſes of Chriſt, ncne.is able toplack.them out of Chriſts hand. 
There is a civill {laying,- and that-mult needs be meant in this 
place. Now by civill Paying is meant nothing elie but a taking a- 
way all theircivill power which they had , as they were tree born 
fubje&sin the State or Kingdom wherein they live,that they might 
not give teſtimony to the truths of Chriſt, and propheſie to the 
mutuall edification and comfort one of another , as they had for- 
merly done for 1260. yeares. But if any Magiſtrate or Miniſter, or 
private many did proteſt againſt that grand lye of Antichriſt,ſaying 
that they had no Power, Pope,Cardinall,or Prelateto fit in Chriſts 
Temple, and to Lord it over the confciences of his people; preſent- 
ly they were caſt out of office, their mouthes were ſtopped,and their 
bodies impriſoned;or they baniſhed out of their own nativeCountry. 
And this was very apparent herein our Ifland, when moſt of the 
witneſſes were ſo dealt withall, who did openly oppoſe Antichriſt, 
between the yeare 1635. and 1638. and a halfe : Thoſe three ever 
honoured worthies of Chriſt, Maſter Bz&rtor, Dofor Baſtwick,Ma-- 
ſter Pry, (who were a lively embleme of the reſt, witneſling againſt 
the power of the Prelates,.) and others , who were forced to flys 
their owne Country. . 
Thus were they civilly {line by Antichriſt, and their dead bo- 
dies lay in the ſtreets of- that ſpirituall Sodome,, three daics and a 
halfe, the power being taken out of their hands: that they might 
neither give teſtimony nor propheſie ; in the Scripta:e ſenſe t cy 
Þ are ſaid to be not only ſlaine, but to lye as dead bodies; that is, 
| men made as u{clefſe in .the world : And [they would not ſuffer 
 - their dead bodies to be putin graves. ] Thar is, they would not ſuf- 
' fer humane courtcfies to be ſhewed to them, not to buy nor ſelh no 
not not to have commerce or converle with any; ſo bitter and cru- 
el were aces and Prelates between 1635: and 1638. and a half. 
We in England found it by wofull and ſad experience, and our © 
neighbour Nation of Scotland, inboth which moſt of Chrilts wit- 
es were {laine. Indeed there were other witneſſes which the 
Si} Lord Chriſt had in other places, but thoſe had got viftory over 
"WM xcv.7-14425- the Beaſt, and his Image, and marke, and number of his name, 
8 | ' _ mhocameoutof the great tribulations , had indured great conflits 
with.

finge but the 144000. who have not defiled themſelves with that yerſ. 3. 
Antichriſtian Whore, or any of her ſpirituall fornications, theſe Verſ 
are redeemed from amongſt men, from being flaine by Antichriſt, © 
that they might bethe firſt fruits ro God and to the Lambe in a 
Church way. | 

When Antichriſt had thus ſhine the witnefſes, and laid them 
dead three daies and a halfe, not ſuffering their dead;bodies to be 
put in graves; then at the end of time, which was 1635. and a 
halte, 1't atchat inſtantof rime did the Spirit of God enter into p,, xx. rx. 
the he1:ts and (pirics of the godly party, both in England and in Fxrar. r. 
Scotl und, as he did into Cyrus. And they ſtood upon their feet] that 
is, they tooke courage, and put liberty, life, goods, and all to 
their hands, and tooke to them all that power and ſtrength they 
had to free themſelves from thatdead and flaviſh condition where- 
in Antichriſt had broughe them. Thus the Spirit of life from God 
entred into them, and they ftood upon their feet 3 and faith the 
Text, Feare fell upon them that ſawthem. And indeed ſo there did fall 
a great fear upon all that ſaw them of the antichriltian party, both 
in Scotland and England,yea, at Romeit (elf, witneſſe the Popes Ma- 
ſerpeece. [All that knew of the godly party riſing, feare aud hor- 
rour ſeized upon them, and when they itood thus upon their feet, ,,,, 7; 
ready to do any ſervice that God ſhould put theni upon , Freſertly 
they beard a voyce from Heaven ſaying, Come up hither. This voice was 
not from the materiall Heavens , or the third or high Heavens, 

where God and his Angels are, for then they ſhould have aſcended 

up thither : neither is this voice from the Church or Temple, for | 
then they ſhould at the ſame time have aſcended up into a true 
Church-State;and if they had done ſo ; Antichriſt would quickly 
have brought them down, & broken them all to peeces again,as he 
had formerly done by the power of the civill {word,which was {till 
in his hand. Therefore by oh is meant in this place, the Pe

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[© 14-13; of Jndicature, themount of the Congregation ,' the place of ju- 
ſiice, the voice came from this Heaven. T hat wile and godly men 
would now aſcend to this place to do juſtice upon Antichriſt, who

' and by his oppreſſion and cruelty. I higyaice was heard firlt from 
the whole Commons in Scotland , in whom all the power which is 
in Heaven did originally and afterwards in England, both

Likewiſe by aclogd and darknefle is fer forth,a'itate of nwery and 
diſtrefie.. And wharmilery and difirefle was the people of God in, 
and all tho whole world at this very time , and therefore is eruly 
ſaid, that theyaſcended up in a cloud in a time of great ignorance 
and miſery. : | Ea:

"F* He witneſſes being in Heavengthe Lord Jefus is to come in the 

; clouds of Heaven to execute judgement npon thas man of fin. 
By clouds is myſtically means the witnefles of Chriſt, in whom he 
ay his Spirit, as is noted in the Seripeure of truth : When he is 
faid to.come in the clouds of Heaven, he is faid at the ſame time 
to come with his Saints, Dawel faith, He ſaw one like the Sonne of mans 
come 21: the clowts of Heaven , when the thrones of thoſe Beaſts or 
Kings were caft down, And Zechaviab ſaith, when the Lord fthall 


goe farth to fight againſt thoſe Kings thas carried Jeruſalem caprive, 
meaning the Church of God, whether Jewesr or Gentiles., and by

thols Kings he nxcanes thote foure B 
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richrift ; then ſaith he, The Lord my God fhall come, and alt bis Satay verſe 5. 
withbim; and when the Lord Chrift ipeaks of his comming to 
judge the enemies of the Church,and to deliver his people, he ſaith, 
That he ſhalbcome in the clouds of Heaven ; and againe ſaith Fobn, Be= 144 ., 4c 
hold he commeth with clouds, and every eye' fhall fee him, and they that "i 
pierced him, meaning the Jewes, who thall be brought ro Chrift in Rev. 1. 7. 
this age ; and Eroch, the ſeventh from Adam, ſaith, Bebold, the Lord 
commeth with 10000. of his Saints to execute judgement wpon all for theip 
ang odly deeds which they have committed, 0. The Saints of God and 
witneſſes of Chriſt that are now in Heaven are very ficly refembled 
to ctouds, in a two-fold reſpe&t: They ſerving for the fame end 
and efe in a myſticall and ſpirtmall way, as clouds docin a litrerall 
and natural way. 

Firſt, clouds are to kocp us from the ſcorching and burning heat 
of the Sunne ; { 0 doo theclouds of oar myſticall Heaven, tho Saints 
of the mo High, and Witneffes of Chriit keep the ng of Cheik 
from thoſe ſcorching and burning beames of that Antichriſtian 
Sunne, which hath burned many of the deare Saints of Chriſt to 
aſhes, and would doe the liketo us at this time (being fo much en- 
raged with malice and fury asthey are) if itwerenot for theſe my- 
tticall clouds that are fixed faſt in our Heaven. 

Secondly, clouds ferve to carry water and moyſtare to water 
and fatten the dry and barrenearth, vo make it fat and fruirfull : 
To the ſame end,in a myfticall and ſpirieaall way, ſerve the-clouds 
ef one Heaven, nov only tothe Saints of God, but atſoto all other 
who have been dryed and parehed by the heatof that Antichriftian 
Sanne, even by his oppreflion, tyranny and —_ ; and the clouds 
of our Heaven are to carry water that may refreſh the people of 
God and'the' whole land, I meane juſt and righteous tawes and 
ordinances, which may free ns from thoſe great taxations and op-- 
preſſions which wee meet with from Antichriſt, which hath been 
done in-part, and were thoſe evill ſpirits which were raiſed by thoſe three 
wncles ſpirits like frogs which came ont of the month of the fal/+ 
of the month. of the Dragon, and out of the mouth of the Beaſt deſtroyed 
ent of our Jand, weſhoukd ſee fach great floods of waters flow from 
onr elouds; as thonghthe windowes of Heaven, and flood gates of 
the great Ovean were ſet open, foretold, and elied of by the | 
fervants of God, and therefore ie is faid, The Lord will fend downe 
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Pſal. 72.6. bleſſings like raine upon the mowen graſſe, and as ſpowres that water the 


earth, the V alleys ſhall bring forth abundantly, and the hils ſhall drop down 


fatneſſe, the mountaines ſhall bring peace to the peofle, and the little bils 


by righteouſneſſe. Thus we ſee the Saints and Witneſſes fitly reſem- 
bled to clouds, in whom the Lord Jeſus by his Spirit 1s come, and 
fits upon theThrone to judgeAntichriſt: we ſhall ſee it more plainly 
if we look into, and open thoſe foure fignes which the Lord Chriſt 
gives us of his comming to judge Antichriſt.One ſigne is betore his 
comming, another juſt at hiscomming, two after he is come. T he 
fignes betore his comming is, the Sunne ſhall be darkned, and che 
Moon ſhall not give her Jight;weare not to underſtandthis litteral- 
ly : at Chriſts firit comming to judgement to judge Antichritt,but at 
his laſt comming to judge quick and dead then it may be litterall, 
but not now 3 of thoſe two luminaries, but myſtically- Antichriſt is 
ſaid to haye a world,to aſcend -up toHeaven : In this Heaven here is 
the Sunne, and Moon, and Starres, himſelfe being the Sunne,' Oh 
Lucifer Sonne of the morning, and” his Cardinals that receive their 
light from him are the Moon,and the Prelats the Stars of this Hea- 
ven ,for they are in this Heaven, in the Houie and Temple of God, 
where the Stars or Saints of God were, and they lorded it over all 
thatwas calledGods,as though they themſelves had been God,and 
they likewiſe ſit in the high place of judicature. Now theſe two great 
lights of this Antichriſtian Heaven were darkned a little before 
Chriſt came.in the clouds of Heaven ; they began to grow darke 
in Lzthers time, and in King Edward the {mths time, and likewiſe 
Queene Elizabethstime, by the rifing and ſhining of that glorious 
Sunne of righteouſneſle in the preaching of the Goſpels truth : and 
the more this Sunne ſhined, the more thoſe Antichriſtian lights 
grew paler and darker, untill the very time that he came in the 
clouds of Heaven ; this figne before Chrifts comming was aud is 
plainly fiffilled and accompliſhed before our eyes. 

Secondly, the figne at, and inthe veryjnſtant time of his com- 
ming, and this ligne is in Heaven; we are to keepthe metaphor, 
not litterally to be underſtood for thoſe naturall Heavens, as many 
have ſuppoſed, and ſo have dreamed ofa glorious light which was 
to ſhine or break forth from thoſe Heavens immediately before 
Chriſt came, which may be'true at his laſt comming : But by 
thoſe Heavens or Heaven, is meant the Heaven or high place,

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where Antichriſt had his ſeat and throne: Firſt, he had his high 
place, where he fate about Ecclefiaſticall affaires and Church mat- 
ters, this is not the Heaven here meant. Secondly, he had his high 
place and throne, - where heſate to determine matters of the State _ 
and Common-weale, Upon the Mount of the Congregation is the ſides Iſa.

ancient time; this is the Heaven or high place where the ſigne of 
the Son of man isto : ppenre immediately at his, comming in the 
clouds of Heaven : and this figne was nothing elſe but that ſudden 
alteration that was in thisHeaven, the day or yeer theWitneſles al(- 
cended up to thisHeaven,in the yeere before 1638.Pope and Prelate 
fate as ſole Judges in this Heaven, over the Saints and people of 
God ; but 1639. the Witneſſes are raiſed up to this ” in 
Scotland, and fit as Lord and Judges of them,whoby a ſolemn Oath 
made with the moſt high God, caſt out Pope and Prelate outof 
Heaven: never to have to do or to meddle with Church orState af- 
faire, butto be caſt from Heaven, as the Spirit of God foretold ; 
How art thou fallen from Heaven O Lucifer | of the morning, and how Ja. 14. 2. 
art thou cut dovone to the ground, which didſt weaken the Nations : and 
agaire; The great Dragon was caſt out into the earth, and his Angels 
with him. T hisis the ſigne of the Sonne of man in Heaven, which 
appeares plainly by this which our Saviour notes to be at the ſame 
time : Then (faith he) ſhall all the Tribes of the earth mourne, when they 
ſee the Soune of man come in the clouds of Heaven. Was not this very 
evident ? did not all the Tribes of that Antichriſtian earth mourn 
when they ſee the godly party not onely to ſtand upon theit feet, 
which had lien'dead three yeers and a halfe ? but now ſeeing them 
aſcend to the high oo: of Judicature, they were filled with feare 
and ſorrow, ſuppoling ſome dreadtulf thing would follow : The 
Popes Maſter-piece witneſleth at large, what feare and ſorrow was 
not onely here amongſt the Antichriſtian party, but at Rome ic 
ſelte. | 
Thirdly, the third figne was, that the Starres ſhould fall from Hea- , 
ver. .

Dgth not the glory 
of Chrilts juſtice and ſeverity appeare wonderfully in the ruine and 
utter deltrufion of ſuch a grand, notorious, cruell, malicious, and 
inſolent an enemy as this? and the glory of his holineſſe in 
oats, 24 luch a filthy Whore and Strumpet as Antichriſt 
is> who hath committed ſpiritual! fornication with al! the Kings of 
the earth, and the Inhabiters of the earth have been made drunke with the 
wine of her fornication; therefore ſaith the Scripture, who ſhall not 
feare thee, and glorifie thy name, for thou onely aft holy, and all Nations 
ſhall worſhip before thee, for thy Judgements are made manifeſt, and. 
againe, Trae and righteous are his judgements, for he hath judged the 
eat Whore which did corrupt the earth with hcr fornication, and 
ath avenged the bload of his ſervants at her hands. Inthe glory of 
theſe great Attributes is the Lord Jeſus come, and they have ſhined 
forth in ſome meaſure to the joy, and comfort, and ſalvation of his 
people, and to the ſorrow and deftruftion of his enemies : But 
when the Lord Chriſt ſhall come to the end of this great work of 
his in the utter ruine of his enemies, and perfe& deliverance ofhis | 
Church ; then will the glory of theſe Attributes ſhine forth with 
ſuch glory and ſplendor as ſhall darken the eye of the cleareſt un-. | 
derſtanding, and affe& the moſt flinty heart, putting them to ad- 
miration and aſtoniſhment. But this the Spirit of God notes in the 
Scripmre, that when Chrift ſhall come to avenge his Ele, mean-- 
ing this very time, which is the time of the enemies utter ruine, 
and the Churches finall deliverance, he ſhall hardly find faith 
upon the earth ; he meanes, he ſhall hardly find faith in his Saints - 
concerning the enemies ruine and their deliverance, and not juſti- 
tying faith ; intimating tous, that the Chugch ſhall —_ ſo.

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Theſe fouls are theSaints of God in our age which ſee themſetves 
flaine, for the word of God, and the teſtimony which they held : 
By word of cis meant Chrilt, 1 Fobz: 1. and 14. and their teiiimony 
is their bearing witneſſe unto thoſe truths of Chriſt which Anti- 
chrilt denicd, their {laying was civill, all power taken from them, 
that they could nor prophefie nor give teſtimony to the truths of 
Chrilt, as they had formerly done ; they are ſzid to be under the Altar, 
by Altar is meant Chrilt, Heb, 13, 10, 

They were under his ipirituall power and juriſdiftion, though 
civilly flain byAntichriit,and laid dead for three dayes and a half ; 
theſe ſoules that ſee themſelves flaine, had mhite robes given them 
by Chriſt and his witnelle in that ſpace of time that the fifth 
Viall was pouring torth.

Whereupon commeth a great ſmoak, noting thereby darknefle, 
and es it is ſaid, That the Sunne and Aire ww full with dark- 
eſſe, and in Rev. 16.10. when the fifth Viall was poured out, it ſaid, 
Hi Kingdome was full of darkneſſe. 

T his ſmoake notes milery likewiſe, therefore Loczuits are ſaid to 
come out of the ſmoake, unto whom was given power, as the Scorpions of the 
earth have power, and they were to torment the men of that Antichrittian 
world five moneths ; a certaine time ſet downe for an uncertaine; 
and their torment is very ſore, as when a Scorpion ſtriketh a man, 

that they ſhall ſeck death and ſhall not find it. 

This is noted further, that theſe Locuſts were like unto horſes 
prepared unto battell, when Chriſt and his Saints take the power 

of Churches and States from Antichriſt, it is to be pre-ſuppoſed 
thatAntichriſt will preſently raiſca very greatArmy to make warre 
wich chem, as ye ſhall ſee anon fall out to be ſo, by the ſounding of 
the next Trumpet. 

But theſe men that was counted as Locuſts unto Antichriſt, they 
have Crownes of gold, to note their victory ; if Antichriſt ſhould 
make warre with them, and they have faces like men, ro note their 
Maieſty and authority, and haire as: the haire of women, to note 
their tercibleneſſe and fearcenefſe, and teeth of Lyons, to note 
their greedineſle, to prey upon theie Antichriſtian men, to eat their 
*Rev.19,t7- fleſh, and to burne them with fire. 
| And breft-plats of iron to note their ſtrength to encounter 
with him, the ſound of their wings being as the ſound of Chariots, 
of many horſes running to battaile, and their tailes like unto 
Scorpions to torment them, and to put them unto grievous paine, 
and he that is King over them is the Angel of the buttomlefle pit, 
even the Lord Chriſt, ſee Rev. 20. 1, 2. that will ere long caſt the. 

Rev. 20.10. yea, 
and the Devil himſelfe, and ſhut him up and et a ſealeupon it,.

hen the ſixth Seale was opened,Beho!d a great earth=quake , and 5; gee 

| the Sun became black as haire=cloath,and the Moon as blood, and the ſtars opened. 
fall from Heaven unto the Earth, and the Heaven departed as a ſcroll, Rev. 6. 12. 
when it ts rolled together,and every mountaine and Iſland were moved out of 
their places, and the Kings and great men and mighty men of the Earth 
hide themſelves in dens and in ther icks of the monntaines,that they might 
be hid from the face of Chriſt that ſits upon the throne, becauſe the great 
day of his wrath is come , and they will never be able to abide it. 

Chriſt and his witneſſes being upon the throne,takes away Anti- 
chrilts Kingdome and Dominions from him , whereupon there g,,, ,. -, 
fals out to be war between Chrilt and Antichriſt, foretold by the 
fitth Trumpet : In this war there followes a great earth-quake, a 
great ſlaughter amonglit the menot that Antichriltian Earth,and 
the Popezthe ſun of this heaven, becomes black as haire-c!oath,aud 
his Cardinals ſet forth by the Moon,become as blood;and Popiſh Ja, 14. 13, 
Lords and Prelates, ſet forth by Stars, fals from Heaven,thoſe high 
places where they had their {cate and throne, even above the ſtars of 
Gods,in Gods Houle and Temple, and in the civill throne, pox the 
Adonnt of the Congregation. After they are fallen from Heaven; their 
Heaven fel with them,and isrolled together as a ſcroll, and all 
their Mountaines and power of States and Iſlands is moved out of 
their place, and ſet in their right place. And in this battell and 
earchquake Kings & the greatmen of the world cric to the Moun- 
taines to fall upon them, and to hide them from the face of the 
Lambe the Lord Chriſt , becauſe now the great day of his wrath 
is come,in which he will take geance upon all theſe five grand ene- 
mies of his Church , and upon that Antichriſtian world. . 
But this is noted in Rev. 7. 1,2,3,4- that at this time in the midit

This fixth Trumpet appeares to be one and the ſame with the 
fixth Seale; when this Trumpet ſounds Thoſe foure Angels which: 
were bound in that great river Euphrates 2 loofed for an hogre, day, 
moneth, and yeare, to ſlay the third part of thoſe antichriſtian men, a cer 
taine time for an uncertaine, as 1s ſuppoſed about the ſpace of 14. 
yeares, beginning in 1641. andends 2655. 

By foure Angels is meant a certaine company of men , inftru- 
ments of Gods wrath to deſtroy Antichritt and his great Army; 
the number of theſe men areſet downe in the next Verſe, to be 
wo hundred thouſand thouſand : By river Exphrates , is meant 
myltically,a great company of People , Nations, and Tongues, on 
which that antichriſtian Whore did fit; and amongſt thole was 
theſe inſtruments of Gods wrath bound , by that civill power 
which Antichriſt had in his hand , before the witneſe aſcended 
up into Heaven , but after they were aſcended , and Chritt 
had cut a little ſtone out of that great monntaine, even a little ci- 
vill power out of Antichriſts great power ; by vertne of this did 
Chri& and his witnefles looſe thoſe foure Angels ont of this great 
river Exphrates , and being looſed, they preſently ſtand up with 
Chriſt and his Saints,and open their mouthes and fiyallowupthar 
flood which the Dragon cat out of his month after the woman : 
yea, and they ſhall take partwith Chritt and his Army, and hate 
the Whore, and ſhall make herdeſolate. At this time is noted in 
Rev. 10.

f ap witneſſes being aſcended up to Heaven , and Chriſt come 
in them, and fate downe upon the throne to execute judgment 
upon Antichrilt; the firlt thing we readeſhall bee done is the pou- 7 28. 5. 
ring forth the fifth Viall, which is poured forth upon the throne 4g 16.0 
and (cate of the Bealt. He is ſaid to have his throne above the *© #57 
Stars of God, above his Saints in his Temple, and likewiſe upon 
the Mount of the Congregation , the high place of Judicature ; 
It hath appeared to all the world that hee hath taken all 
power intohis hand, both Eccleliaſticall and Civill ; upon theſe 
powers muſt the witneſſes poure forth the fifth Viall;thart is,they are 
ro take all power from Antichrilt both in Church and State ;there- ,,, . 
fore ſaith Danzel, the judgement ſhall ſit, and they ſhall take away his d1- 9. 
minions: Againe, ſaith he, I beheld til the thrones were caft downe. 
And when Jefus Chrilt ſate upon his throne, Rev. 6. 16. then every 
mountaine was moved out of his place, meaning the powers which 
Antichriſt had in the world. Now the meanes by. which Chriſt 
and his witneſſes ſhall take theſe powers and dominions from An- 
tichriſt, and ſoflay him as he did them, is by the power of the ci- 
vill ſfword, as the Lord ſaith, He that leads into captivity, ſball gointo gg, , 2. Io. 
captivity, be that kals with the Sw-ra, ſhall be killed with the Sward. 

Antichriit by the pawer of the civill ſword, which he received 
from the Roman Emperonr,did carry the people of God captive in- Rex, 13. 2 
to the wilderneſlc, tor the ſpace of 1260. yeares, where they pro- 
phelted in ſack-cloath and afterwards civilly killed them, and laid 
them dead for three daies and a halfe. The like muit the witneſſes 
do to Antichriſt, carry him captive, and: civilly kill or flay him : 
this was that which the Saints of God beleeved long 1ince , and 
with patience have they waited forit ; therefore ſaich the Lord, 
This us the faith and patience of the Saints, the Saints belecved it, and 
patiently did waite for it : By this PIE ſhall Thrift and his w_ 
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nelſes take the Kingdomes and Dominions from Antichrilt , and conu- 


fume him to the end, which is ſet forth to be a little ſtone, cut out of the 


Mount aine without hands. 

By Mountaine is not meant the Church , and by little ſtone 
Chriſt, as ſome have ſttppoſed ; but by mountaine 15 meant that 
great civill power which the foure great Beaſts, and little horne 
Anrichrilt had in the world, ſet forth by thoſe ten hornes. For by 
Mountaine or Mountaines, is meant power or powers ; either the 
civill power of States and Kingdomes , of the Eccleftaſticall 
power of Churches, uſually and frequently ſet forth by Moun- 
taines. That great civill power which theſe great Beafts had, is ſer 


' forth by a Mountaine;and there muſt be a little ſtone or Jittle pow- 


er cut out of this great power, that muſt ſmite this great Image of 


thoſe five Beaſts por its feet, and break it all to peeces,and it ſhall become 


like the chafſe of the ſummer threſhing-flooregthat no place ſhall be found for 
it And this little ſtone ſhall become a very great Mountaine, and fill 
the whole Earth ; a little ſtone ſhall be cut our of this great moun- 
taine without hands ; that is, a little civill power ſhall be cut our 
of that great civil] power which Antichriſt had in all his ten 
Kingdomes, and this muſt be done without power of hands ; not 
the power of an Hoaſt or Armes, but another way. And this wee 
ſee tulfilled before our eyes, in the yeare of Chriit 1639. when the 
witneſſes aſcended up to Heaven, and the Lord jeſus not only rai- 
ſed them from that dead ſtate and condition, and ſet them upon 
their feet, buttooke them up to the high place of Judicature , and 
by his Spirit hewed or cuta little power out of that great civill 
power which the Roman Beaſt and the little Horne had in all theſe 
ten Kingdomes : By which little power or ſtone the witneſfles in 
Scotland, and they here in England, have begun to break this Image 
and will go on in this and the other eight Kingdomes , till they 
have brokenit all to peeces ; 'and this little ſtone in their hands 
ſhall become a very great Mountaine , and fill the world very 
ſhortly. 

So yee leethe meanes by which the Lord Chriſt and his wit- 
nefles, ſhall take theKingdomes and Dominions from Antichriſt, 
and conſume and deſtroy him to the end, even by the power of the 
civillſword, ſo far as he hath ſeated and rooted himſelfe in the 


world 5 but as he hath gooted himſelfe in the hearts and mindes of 
ME? 
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men, by his curſed errors-and hereſtes, So the Lord will conſume him woke 2 
by the breath of his mouth, and brightneſſc of his comming ; even by that IJ 7 
ſpiritual {word of the Goſpel, which ſword proceeds out of his 
mouth. 
The fifth Viall mult be the firſt worke whick Chriſt and his wic- 
neſſes ſhall do after they are aſcended up to Heaven, and fate upon 
their throne ; and this they mult do by that little ſtone cut out of 
the Mountaine, by that little civill power, put into their hands ; 
which we ſee done the ſame time in which they afcended to Hea- 
ven in Scotland. Did not the godly party, by a ſolemn Oath taken 
before the molt high God, calit off Pope and Prelate, and all that 
whole Antichriſtian rabble out of Heaven , tor having any more 
ower, either in Church or State, but to be caſt out to the Earth ? 
And this was done by vertue of that little civill power which they 
had as they ſatein the place of Judicatme. This was evident before 
our eyes, 1639. done by the godly party in Scotland; and it was 
foretold to be ſo by the Spirit of propheſie : The ſame houre wa 
there a great earthquake , a great ſhaking and feare amongſt the 
antichriſtian party,when the tenth part of the City fell. 

By City is not meant the City of Rome, but all thoſe ten King- 
domes that arc under the government of the Beaſt and his Image ; 
and thetenth part is one of theſe ten Kingdomes, which was Scot- 
ld, and this tell the ſame houre ; and in this earthquake , when 
the tenth part fell, there was toure great effefts or conlequences 
which followed upon it.

people, nations, and languages, ſhould ſerve him ; and not him only, but the 
Saints of the moſt High ; and the Kingdoimes and Dominions and the 
oreatneſſe of the Kingdomes nnder the whole Heavens ſhall be given to the 
people of the Saints of the maſt bigh, and they ſhall puſſeſſe the Kingdome 
even for ever, ever and ever- | 
Three terms and ſ{efions of times ſhall the Saints pofſeſſe the 
Kingdoms of the world after Antichriit hath his powers taken out 
of his hands, as we ſhall ſhew anon : The Churches of Chriſt do

The third effe& is the opening of the Temple by Chriſt and his Efect.2 
witneſſes which ſate in Heaven, and the Temple of God was opuned in Perito Zo 
Heaven. | : 
By Temple is meant the Church the people of God : By Hea- 
ven is meant the high place of Judicature, ſo by the Temple of 
God, being opened in Heaven, is nothing elſe but Chriſt and his 
Witneſſes giving leave and liberty to the people of God thus con- 
gregated to worſhip Chriſt in his Temple. 
And this they did, firit, by their connivence and forbearing to 
trouble them and to moleſt them, as Antichriſt and his faftion did, 
and afterwards they ſhall give them ſome liberty, being tender Rev.s.12. 
over the conſciences of men in matters of worſhip. But atthe end xe... 
of the ruine of Antichriſt, Then the Temple ſhall be ſet wide 
open, that wholvever will ſhall enter in, if they be not 
ſuch as defile or work abomination. This we have ſeen fulfilled 
before our eyes, that thoſe that were Chriſts Witneſſes, they 7-0, 
countenanced and ſpared to moleit the people of God, that had 
joyned themſclves in League and Covenant to come out of Babylon, 227. 
and not to meddle at all with that Antichriſtian cup of ſpirituall 
fornications,and to worſhip their Lord and Husband Chritt,accor- 
ding to divine inſtitution ; but thoſe that were of Antichriſts fide, 
though pretended otherwile, they would be ſtirring up the com- 
mon people againlt them, untill they werecalt out of Heaven to the 
carth, even all thoſe popith affefed ones. 
When the Temple of God ww thus opened, there wax ſeene in 
bis Temple the Arke of his Teit.ament , . that is, then the Lord v/e 1s, . 
Chriſt who is the Arke of Gods Iecltement, was ſeen to be in his 
Temple, in the midit of thoſe people that before was looked up- 
on as fatious and ſeditious men, but the Tanple being open 
they prove otherwi.e. And when the Antichriſtian party ſaw that 
Chri fg and his Witneſſes tooke part with theſe men, then ther: were 
Voyces and Thiunderings, and Lightninge, and an Earthquate,

The Myſtery of God opened. 


hurliburlies, quakings, and feares amongſt the Antichriſtian party. 
And laſt of all,ftheſe grew to a great haile, or great ſtorme and war 
(as weſhall fee anon) betweenthe ſervants and Witnefſesof Chriſt, 
and thoſe that were for the Dragon and Antichriſt in Heaven. 
The fourth effe&t was A great wonder which appeared in Heaven, a 
I/oman cloathed with the Sunne. By Woman is meant the Church of 
God, whois cloathed with the Sunne of righteouſnefle,and which 
have her Officers in the midi(t of her, officiating and emptying the 
golden Oyle out of themſelves into the boſome of the Church, and 
are as a Crowne of gold unto her head, ſet forth by 12 Stars, after 
theTribes of the children of Iſrael; and the Moon is under her feet ; 
that is, under her feet areall ſublunary conentment and delight, 
ſhee contemning them with holy ſcorn & derilion, and being great 
with child, cryed travailing in birth, and pained to be delivered ; 
that is, the people of God ſeeing Chriſt and ſome of his Saints 
and Witneſſes in Heaven, and many that were iwith them were 
againſt Chriſt, and for the Dragon : The Church hereupon is with 
child, as it were, and travalles in paine to have a godly Magitra- 
cy {et up in the world, that thoſe which were in Heaven, the high 
place ot Judicature, thatwas againſt Chriſt and his Government, 
might be cat out, that ſo the Lord Chrilt that man-childe might 
in and by his Saints rule the nations with a rod of iron, and this 


they cryed and travailed in paine to God by humble and tervent 


prayers, and to his Witneſles that ſate in Heaven by humble peti- 


_. tions from the yeer of Chriſt 1639. to 1641. 


Whereupon amother Wonder appeares in Heaven, a great 
red Dragon, baving ten Hornes and ſeen Crowes upon his heads, 


| be ſtood ready to devoure this man-child ſ\" ſvone as it was 
' borne. Thedevil and fatan in the Roman Beaſt, and his Image 


the Pope, and they in and by thoſe popiſh Lords and Prelats ſtood 
ready to hinder this great defigne and birth of the Church by all 
the power and itrength they could make, which were clearc and 
evident toall our fights, 1641. when the people of God beltirred 
themſelves both to God by prayer, and to the godly party in the 
Parliament, that thoſe popiſh Lords and Prelats might be caſt 
out : Whereupon thoſe Petitions and prayers were heard of 


Chriſt and his Witneſſes, and fo the Church did not onely bring 


torch the man=child or government, bur it was likewiſe received up 
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to God and his Throne, into the high place of Judicature, and 
the Dragon and the Beaſt in thoſe popiſh Lords and Prelats were 
caſt out to the earth by a wonderfull and miraculous hand of di- 
vine providence. 

Theſe foure Effefts have beene very evidently fulfilled and 
brought to paſſe betore the eyes of all, from the time the 
Witneſles firſt aſcended up to Heaven, 1639. in Scotland, to the 
yeere 1641. when the Popiſh Prelats were caſt out of Heaven 
here in England. Some ſay that the Church travailed in birth 320. 
with ConStantine, who was that man-child, and ſo he was taken 
up to Heaven, and then the Church fled into the Wilderneſſe. But 
that cannot be the meaning of the Text ; for the Churches worke 
at that time, as the Spirit of God hath declared, was to beare wit- 
nefle, and to give teſtimony to that great truth of Chriſts kingly 

ower in his Churches, and ſo toall other truth which Antichrilt 
would afterward deny, all the time of their prophelic 1260. yeers : 
And as for Conftntine, he was not to rule all nations with a rod of 
iron, this onely belonged to Jeſus Chriſt, and to his Saints, who 
were to reigne with him; therefore this cannot be meant of Con- 
ſtantine, nor of that time, bur of this very time, which we may 
plainly ſee by thoſe things which have been done in ourfighe ; 
and for that 9. verſe chap. 12, of the woman fleeing into the Wil- 
dernefle, is broughtin as a ſealeto the propheſte, with the 15, verſe. 
For from the 7. verſe of chap. 11. to the end of the 12. chap. the Spi- 
rit of God ſets downe nothing but what was to come to palle in our 


time here amonglt us, from the day and yeer, 1635. when the 


Witneſſes .were laine, to the yeer 1641. when the warre fell out 
to be in Heaven, between the Dragon and his Angels, and Chriſt 
and his Angels ; onely thoſe two verles 6. and 14. of the 12. 
chapter, of the Church fleeing into the Wilderneſle, 375- And 
when this man-child was received up to Heaven, and the Dragon 
and his Angels cait out of Heaven to the earth, here in-England b 
Chriſt and his Witneſſes,was a ſecond degree of the pouring fort 
of the fifth Viall upon the Throne of the Beaſt; for this calting 
him out of Heaven to the Earth, is a raking away all his power 
from him both Civill and Eccletiaiticall in Church and State. 
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Thus that proud Lycifer, Sonne of the morning, is ſaid to be fal- 1/6.14-10. 4 


lex from Heaven, and #0 be cut downe to the ground, . and to be- 
come 
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come weake, like the common people of the earth, both in Scotland 
and here in Eng/ana.

CHAP. IA 


The fixt Viall poured upon Antichriſt, with the way or meanes by which it 
1 done, and the Inftrument by whom it 1s powed forth, the Beaſi 
and the falſe prophet taken and caſt into a Lake of fire, with the ſilence 
in Heayen about the ſpace of balfe an boure.

He Churches of the Saints declaring to all the world, that the 
way to have all oppreſſion and tyranny removed, and to bring 
in all peace and tranquility was to have all thote that did formerly 
tyrannize over them caſt outof office and place of government,and 
let the Civill power be put into the hands of Chriſt and his Wit- 
nefſes,ſhee bringing forth this man-child into the world, is preſent- 
ly received up to Heaven by Chriſt and his Witnefles:the devil and: 
his angels ho ruled the world before is now calt out of Heaven to 
ft theEarth. Upon this followes warre between the Dragon and 
his angels, and 44zchael and his angels, Kev. 12. 7, The Dragon at 
the ſame time, by his taile drawes the third part of the Starres of 
Heaven after him, verſe 4. the devil will not fall from Heaven alone 
but he will draw ſome of the Starres with him. 
By Heaven is meant the place of judicature : by Starres is meant 
thoſ. - men that ſits in Parliament. And was not this evi- 
dent ? did not the third part of the Parliament fall off at the ſame 
time, and was drawne after the Dragon, even with his taile the 
piſh Lords and Prelats, who are his taile, to make warre with 
| . Chriſt and his Charch. There gres at the ſame time three uncleane ſpi= 
4 Rev.16-1394 5s like Frogges out of the mouth of the Dragon the devil, and out of the 
: mouth of the Roman Þeaſt,ana ont of the mouth of the falſe prophet the Pope, 
which are the ſpirits of devils working miracles, That is,thoie [efuiticall 
ſpirits, which work with as much policy and craft, as though they 
did work miracles, and fo deceive and deJude men. The{e goe forth 
to theKings of the whole world,to gather them to the battell of the 
great God Almighty : ſo the devil is ſaid tocalt a flood out of his 
mouth after the woman the Church, which brought forth this 
man- 
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man-child, a flood of wicked and ungodly nien, which he had 
gathered by rhoſe three ſpirits, This hath bin partly fulfilled before 
our eyes:Did not thoſe Jeſuiticall ſpirits goz up and downe tothe 
Kings of the earth, France, -_ &c. to gather them together 
in battell againit the Witnefles and the Church of God ? when 
they ſaw that popith Lords and Frelats were cat ont of the Parlia- 
ment 1641. who are (till at worke with the Kings of the earth, and 
will beuntill the worke be done. Chriſt and his Witneſles ſecing 
this, preſently they prepare and make ready for to wage warre 
againſt Antichritt : Theekore he is ſaid, in righteowſneſſe to judge 
and make warre,and ſhall brezke them in pieces like a Potters Veſſel, ſo the Rev. 15. Its 
Dragon fought and his angels, and Michael 2nd his Angels, but ſaith S "54 ay 
the holy Gholt, they prevailed not, neither was their place any more found oe : 3 = 
in Heaven. Antichad ſhall not prevaile, though the warre be long Riv. 3.45; 
and bloody ; neither ſhall he get the power of Church or State Sixth Viall 
any more into his hands, after it is once taken out. Poured on 
This warre which is in Heaven between the Dragon and his mo 
Angels;and the Lord Jeſus and his Witnefles that ficin Parliament; ,. 
is the pouring forth of the {ixth Viall, upon that great River Ei 
phrates, which mult be dryed up betore that myiticall Bzbylon can be 
taken, as that old river Exphrates was before; literall Babylon conld 
be taken by the King of Perſza, as the Lord toretold by his Pro- 
phet feremy, as yee (hall ſee in Jeremy 50. 35. ſo {ce 38, compared 
with fer. 51. 32. where you ſhall ſee the Lord threatning deltrufti- 
on unto literall Baby/oz, with the drying up of that great river Ex- 
phrates, by (topping up the paſſages, and by burning up the reedes 
thereof with fire, which were done by Darixs, who tooke this Ciry 
from the King of Babylon, Dan. 5. 30,31. ſo ſhall this myſticall river 
Exphrates be dryed up in a mylticall ſenſe. | 
By this river is meant thoſe great multitudes of people thar 
{hall be gathered together into Armies, to deſtroy Chriſt and his 
Witneſſes, and to keep the Dragon,beaſt,and falſe prophet in Hea- 
ven, in their ſeate and throne. And they are ſaid tv be gathered toge= pg 4 
ther into a place called Armageddon, by the Devil, the Beaſt , and the ray. 19.13, 
falſe p rophet, and with them thoſe ten Kings which gave their power and 14. | 
ſtrength to the Beaſt ; theſe ſhall all make war with the Lambe, and | 
he ſhall make war with them, and will raiſe a great Army againſt $77: 4+ * 


them, who are ſaid to be called, 2 choſen, and faithfull, yy za 
| e | 
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The called ones arethe men of the earth , who are ſaid to help 
Chritt and his Church ; ad the ten hornes wh ich were wþn the 
Beaſts bead, are to hate the I hore, and make ber deſolate and naked , and 
ſhall eate ber fleſo, and burne her with fire. 

By chelc hornes is meant the Commons of all thoſe ten King- 
domes, which were under the government of the Beait, in whom 
the power of States originally lies ; and theſe ſhall be with the 
Lambe, and take part with him againſt the Beaſt, as we ſce Scotland 
and England hath done already , and ſo will the commons ot all 
the other eight Ikingdomes doe, tor the Word of God mutt be ful- 
filled. But thoſe ten Kings that were heads of thoſe ten States 
they ſhall take part with the Dragon, and make warre with 
Chrit. 


Secondly , by choſen are meant the Saints of the moit High, 
who are ſaid to overcome Antichrilt. 
Firitly, By the blood of the Lambe. 
Secondly, by the word of thezr teſtimoty. 
And laſt of all, They loved not their lives unto death. 

They willingly ingaged themſelves in this great quarrel be- 
eween Chriſt and the Beaſt. Choſen ones will be taithfull, ( but 
not the called,) choſen and ftaithtull. 

The Lord Chriſt notes this of them that are choſen, that they 
ſhall be faithfull to him in thiswar, but yer he ſecretly hints to us, 
that the men of the earth will be trecherous : This great Army of 
Chrilt ſhall be raiſed by that little ſtone cut out of the Mountaine 
without hands, by that civill power which Chriſt and his witneſſes 
hath in their hands now they lit in Heaven ; therefore Heaven 7s 
ſaid to be opexed ; thatis, now there is liberty given by them that ſit 
in Heaven. I hat now men ſhall take up armes againit Antichriſt: 
The Lord Chrilt is upon a white Horſe in Heaven, as the Cap» 
taine of the Lords Army ; and the Armies which followes him, 
as {aid to be in Heaven, being raiſed by that civill power which the 


_ Witneſſes have in their hand in Heaven; and Chrift and his Army is 


{aid to be upon white Horſes , which note the- innocency of the 
caule, and victory over them in this quarrell ; it being the cuſtome 
of the Romans to ridein triumph ater viory,upon white horles, 

orelſe their Horles and Chariots covered with white. 
Againe , the Lord Chrilt is faid to ſtand upon his feet upon the 
Mount 
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Mount of Olives, in the day he goes out to fight againſt thoſe 
Kings that carried the Church and people of God captive ; which 
is meant of this very time. 

By Mountis meant power, and there be but two powers in the 

world, the Church power and the State power: Ic is not meant 
theChurch power, tor then this mount ſhould have been called 
Mount S:oz , by which the Church poweris alwaies ſer torth ; and 
this Mount ſhould have been in ferzſalem in the Church, and 
not betore the Church.But this Mount is that civill power ot States 
ſet forth by that Mount Ol:ves which is before Feruſlem ; fo this 
civill power is before the Church of God, and chiefly for the good 
of the Church. And upon this Mount or power doth Chrilt ftand 
with his feet. By feet he meanes his Saints, ſo the Lord Chrilt by: 
his Spirit in his Saints and witmeſles, ſtands this day upon this 
Mount Oles. And this mount (ſaith the T ext,) ſhal! cleave in the 
midſt, towards the Eaſt, and towards the Weſt, towards the North, amd to= 
wards the South, This is fultilled at this day 3 1s noe this power or | 
Mount cloven in the middle ? part of it is in the hands ot Chrilt 
and his Witneſſes, as they {it in Heaven, and part of ic in the hands \, 
of Chritt and his Army, which is in Heaven upon white Horſes. 
And this power ſhall extend it ſelfe from Welt ro Eaſt,trom North 
to South, to take away the power from Antichritit in all his ren 
Kingdomes, and to dry upthat great river Exphrztes from one end 
of the world to another ; and this power or Mounr is to be divided 
one part in the high place of Judicature, and the other partin the 
Armies, as is at this | paged” they have poured forth the fitth and 
{xth Viall, and then it ſhall cloſe and become one, in the yeare of 
Chritt 1655; So by that little (tone, even that little civill power 
which.is in the hands of the Witneſſes, ſhall the fitth and ſixth Vi- 
all be poured upon the Beaſt and that great River Euphrates. 

This.\xth Viall of Gods wrath and indignation, is ſaid to be 77. 34. :2.' } 
poured upan Erpbrates,zopor all Nations, and bis fiery upon all their Ar= | 
mies, upon all the ten Nations of Antichrift,and upon all their Ar- | _ 
mics that ſhall be raiſed ; he will utterly deitroy them, and give them up * ©! 5: 
to the /laughter. The ſword of the Lord ſball be barbed in Heaven , pon 
the bigh ones. which are on high,,upm the Kings. of the Earth wpon the 
Eurth ; it ſhall be filled with blood;ythat the Mountains ſhall be melted with 1a, 28, 18, 
their blood. This is called the. overflowing ſcourge, which was to 
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Horſe, and by ſpirituall men fent out of the Temple, therefore the Rev, 16,17. 


civill Magiſtrate ſhall keepe filence all the the time, even 
about the ſpace of halte an houre, and fit-and relt themſelves, ha- 
ving done the belt worke that ever was done before them , or that 
ſhall be done after them. .. 

We cannot ſuppoſe this filence to be in Heaven ſtri&ly for half 
an houre ; no, nor halt a day, moneth, or yeare; for the ſeventh 
Viall mult be poured forth upon that Antichriſtian aire, all the ten 
Kingdomes over ; in this ſpace of time that this filence is to be in 
Heaven, which cannot be in ſo ſhort a time, neither: can it be 
meant of any longe time, becauſe Antichritt muſt be deſtroyed in 
one age and generation of men; Chriſt ſpeaking of the ruine of 
Antichriit myltically, as well as of 7erzſalem literally : therefore we 
are to take this lence for the ſpace of halt an houre, for the ſpace 
of 45. yeares, in which time the ſeventh Viall is pouring forth, as 
foal! 2ppearc more fully when we come to ſpeake of the time or 
times or the ending of thele- Vials. | 

It is {aid, that this filence was in Heaven when the ſeventh Seale 
was opei;2 ; this we areto nore, that it was the cuſtome of the 
Fewes, to write thoſe things thar were of greater conſequence in 
ſhects of parchment, and ſo to roll them up,and ſeale them if they 
werethings ſecret. T he Spirit of God alluding to this their cuſtome, 
ſets forth to us, that every Viall was written in a roll of parch- 


ment, and every roll was ſealed , ſeven Vials were written in ſeven 


rolls, and every roll had a ſeale ; and when the firit Viall was to be 
poured torth,then the firit ſeal was broken open,and the firſt trum- 
pet ſounded. 

The Scale was broken open, that men might ſee what was writ- 
ten in theroll : and the trumpet , which was the Goſpel in the 
mouth of the Miniſters of the Churches , was to declare to thar 
Antichriſtian world, what the Judgement or the Viall was, which 
God was then pouring forth upon them ; and the Viall or Judge- 
ment that they were to feel with paine and anguiſh, when the Lord 


poured it forth. 
So when the firſt Viall was poured forththe firſt Seal was open- 


ed, and the firſt Trumpet ſounded, and ſo in order the ſecond and 


third, unto the ſeventh. 
And when the ſeventh Sealewas opened, the ſeventh Viall wa 


vuared forth,and then this ſilence was in Heaven. - 


=} 
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Before we leave ſpeaking of: the fxxth Viall, weare to take notice 
of this ; that although the Lord be come in the clouds of our Hea- 
Yen, even in his Witueſſes Rtanding upon the Mount Olives, and the 
judgement ſcat, and the Thrones are caſting downe, Vea, and the 
Lord is gone out to fight and make warte with thole Kings that 
carried the Church of God captive, and himiclte upon the white 
| horſe, and much of the worke is done 3 yet at this time, the holy 
"Zach. 14.5. Ghoſt ſaith, That the light ſhall not be cleare nor darke, the morning Star 
'Rev.2-:8- 7 but newly viſen, and 4 very little light doth yet appeare. 

T here is ſo much darknefle, as very tew of the Saints themſelves 
doe not ſeenor know what the Lord Chrilt is doing, either tor 
Churches or States ; great feares amongſt moſt of the Saints, chat 
ſorrow and miſery will come to both : I hey cannot as yet ice hovs 
or when the Church of Chriſt ſhall be delivered, nor the pure way 
of Chrilts worſhip in his Houſe and Temple tet up; orely a few 
Dan. 12.3, choyce ones that be wiſe, and they ſai! ſhine as the brightneſſe of the Firm.« 
I ment: That is, thoſe gudly ones whom the Lord hath made wile to 
underitand theMyſtery of pure Ordinances of worthip,and the way 
and Government of Chriſt in his Houſeand Temple, at this time 
wherein the worſhip of God is 10 exceedingly corrupted and pollu- 
ted by the abominations of that Babylonith Whore, they thall thine 
in this Antichriſtian world as the brightneſle of the Firmament, 
for the preſent ; And they that turne many to righteouſneſſe 45 the Stars 
for ever and ever. 

When they ſhall not ouely ſee and be able to difcerne between 
gold and drofle, water and pure wine; Chriits owne inſtitutions 
and mens inventions, and the falſe government of Antichriit, and 

«the true government of Chritt in and over his Church and people ; 
but alſo turne many unto thoſe righteous and pure Ordinances of 
worthip, even they.({aith the Lord) ſhall ſhine at Starres, not in this 

_ ageand time onely, but for ever and. ever, their. names ſpall be f.- 
mous, unto all the Churches of the Saints. For the firſt ever or terme 
of time which Chriſt and his Saints ſhall reigne, in Peace even a 
1000, yerres. And tor ever to the ſecond terme orend of time ; 
after the 1000. yeares are ended from the deſtrution of Gog and 
A1agog unto the end of. the world, hecauſe they were ſo wiſe to ſee, 


and diligent and faithfull to turne many unto the right way of di 
vine worlhip.

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But there is ſome light, though it be not cleare, ſo thar 
thoſe which are ſaid to be wile, can ſee and under{tand in part, 
that now the day-ſtarre is rifen, and the great work concerning 
the enemies ine, and the Saints hinall deliverance is begun,” and 
the Snnne of righteouſnelſe,the Lord Chritt,will ere long ariſe with yz 1. 
healing in his Wings. | 

Fut at this time it #5 not light nr darke, a day as it were knorne Tash. 14-6,7- 
to the Lord, onely, none elle knowing or underſtanding what 
God is doing for his people, onely a tew whom he hath made 
wiſe to underſtand a viſion, the words of the wiſe God concerning 
this great Myſtery, and the darke ſayings thereof. 

Againe, this is noted, that it is not diy nor night : The day of 
the Churches peace is not yet come, nor the night of her miſery 
and bondage is not fully upon heras it hath been, but fhee is be- 
tween the day and night (in the birth) and upon the borders of 
{pirituall Agyprt and Canaan. 

But at the even-tide, when the worke ſhall be almolt at anend, 
then it ſhall be day-light, all ſhall ſee what God is doing tor his 
Churchys-and then will that glorious Sunne fhine forth in his full 
 brighineſſe and glory, thartthe light of the Moone ſhall be as the 

Suune, and the Sunne ſeyen-told, then the eyes of the blind ſhall 
be opened to ſee the way of Chriſt in his Houle fo plainly, that 
waytaring men, though fooles, ſhall nor erre therein. Iſa.35.8, & 6. 

And this is alſo noted in the Scripture of truth, that an Army 
out of the North ſhall come up againit Babyor, and be the chiete 
caule of her ruine and deſtruftion : They come from a farre Country, 
from the end of Hexven, the Lord and the Weapons of bis indignation to 
deitroy the whole Land : which is meant of England and Scotland. For 
we are a very remote Country from myltical Babylon, trom the 
end of Heaven as Scotland is 3 yea, it we look to the men that are 
to be imployed in this warre, we ſhall ſee them to be the tame 
which the Lord Chriſt hath in his Army at this day, as we may lec 
in the third verſe : I have commanded my ſan(tified ones, T have alſo cal» rf 3. 
led my mighty ones for my anger, even them that rejuyce in my highneſſe : 

The Lord meaning his owne ſervants, who are ſaid to retoyce in 
his highneſſe, aud are ſet forth by choſen and faichfull ones, which 
are now with the Lamb, Rev. 17. 14. following him upon white\ 


norles in Heaven, Rev.19.14-who axe this day upon the high are” 
of. 
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of the field, and are ſaid to be in Heaven with their Army , be- 
caule they are raiſed by Chriſt and his Witneſſes, who are in Hea- 
ven , and by that ciuill power which they have in their hands 
by right, as they are lay fully called to that high place. 

Againe, wee ſhall ſee that the Lord intended E7g/zn4 and Scote 
land to come againit this myſtical} Babylon , if wee looke in fere= 
my 50. 9. 1 will raiſe and cauſe to come up againſt Babylon .n Aj- 
ſembly of great Nations , from the North Conmtrey. Now ot all Coun- 
tries in the World , England and Scotland is North to mytticall 
Babylon. 

And againe , Tydings out of the Eaſt, and out of the North , ſhall 
trouble bim. 

By Eaſt, here ſurely (as may be ſuppoſed) is meant the Sweedes., 
And by North is meant Ergland and Scotland; to conſequenty* 
they ſhall joine together againſt Antichrilt. 

Ryt all theſe threatmings were again(t literall Babylon 

I grant they were in the Letter,but as truly as Rome is called my- 
ſticall Babylon; and as traly as all thele threatnings which the: - 


 Lordhath pronounced againit literall B.ubylor, were made v + + in 


the Letter againit them; ſo will the I 0rd do againit myitica ii b by 
lon, in a ſpirituall and mylticall way : I heretore when Scotland 
and England have dryed up the River Euphrates here, they thall not 
then fit downe on this lide Jordan, to enjoy peace themiclves , and 
leave their brethren in miſery beyond the Sea , and our of. 
their owne poſſeſſions, but ſhall go over Ford. witha ſtrong Ar= 

my, to help their Brethren, that they may likewiſe dry up that Ri- 

ver Euphrates there, to theutter ruine of Antichriit, and tor the ſet- 

ling of a perfe& peace in the ten States, that the powers of States 

and Churches may be put into the hands of Chritt and his Saints, 

that they may live and raigne over the Nations of the earth in 

peace and tranquility 1000. yeaces.

ff fifth and ſixth Viall being poured upon Antichriſts ſeate «

And by earthquake is meanta great falling off and renouncing 
thoſe Antichriſiian tenets and errors, which they formerly held, 
to imbrace the lincere truths of the Goſpel, both for Do&rine and 
Diſcipline, which is called the bringing in of the fulneſfe of the 
Gentiles. And this earthquake ſhall be ſo mon and ſo great, 
a5 was not the like ſince men lived on the earth, there will be ſuch a gene- 
rall falling off and renouncing of their errors, and ſuch a true 
and thorow imbracing of the truths of the Goſpel, as never was 
ſince men wereupon the carth ; this is called the firſt reſure&ion, Rev. 20%.

Church, is tad to yeeld twelve manner of fruits, twelve ſorts of fruits, 
after the twelve T ribes of the Children of Tſrae/: That is, in him 
is all kindes of ſpirituall meats, to feed and nouriſh all the Chur= 
ches of his Saints, though their wants be divers and many ; And 
this Tree yeelds bis fruit every moneth in the yeare. The holy Ghoſt 
ſecretly binting to thole Churches that ſhall live in th-{> thouſand 
yeares, that he would have them to eat of that Tree of Life bnt 
once a moneth. Now by Tree of life is et forth tous the Lord 
Chriſtin that great Ordinance of the Lords Supper, who doth tully 
communicate himſelt to his Saints by that Crdinance.In other Or- 
dimances there. is but a communication of Ch: if by paicels; but 
in this, of whole Chriſt, and a tr pation of all ſpirituall gifts 
and graces : and therefore the L1G Jeins theTree of life is {aid 
to yeeld his fruit but once a n:oneth ;, theretere the Saints are not 


to. 
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co take fruit from this Tree,but as it yeelds it, not topluck the Tree 
before the fruits be ripe : and it is likely this will be the cuſtome of 
all the Churches in the thouſand yeares reigne. 
Though the Churches in the primitive times did receiveit every 
ſeventh day, becaule they were then in their infancy, and child- 
hood, and ſo the Lord Jeſus had need to be as a Nurſe with his 
Breaſts full of Milke to nouriſh his young ones every day as it were : 
Put when the Church ſhall be growne up to the age and itatare of 
a man, and ſo to be fed with meat and not with milke, then Chritt 
will bea Tree of life in his Church, yeelding meat and fruits for 
ſtrong men every moneth ; for his Saints at that time are foretold 
by the holy Ghoſt,to be ancient men,ancient Chritltians;ſuch that are 1/4-24-23- 
growne up towards the meaſure of the ſtature of the fulnefſe of xpheſ.4.13. 
Chriſt,betore whom he is ſaid to reign in Mount $7072 & in Ferwſ- 
ln glorioufly. This liberty to build this holy City,new Feruſalem,ſhal 
be to the Saints 1700, by the Witnefles in the high place of Judica- 
ture ; therefore it is ſaid againe, That this holy City or new Jerufalem : 
cammeth downe out of Heaven from God, prepared as a Bride adorned for GEE-IeTY 
her Husband ; the Spouſe of Christ had before her inward cloathing all of 
wrought gold, ſtanding on the right hand of the King in gold of Ophir ; pſal.4e.9.13% 
called gold tryed in the fire, which made her ſpiritually rich and 
beautifull in her ſoule, inthe eyes of her Lord and Husband Chritt. , 
But this is not ſufficient, thee muſt alſo have an outward raiment to 
make her beautitull without,both in the eyes of her Lord that looks 
upon her, and the men of this world ; therefore it is ſaid, that ſhe 
ſhall be brought to the King in a ratment of needle-worke,curiouſly wrought p41 45.14 
and imbroidered;even in fine Iinen;clean & white,which 35 the righteouſneſſe Rev. 19.8. 
of the Saints: T hat which none hath right unto,or ought to meddle 
with but Saints, it being the Government and Diſcipline which 7/4.35-8. 
Chriſt is to ſet up and exerciſe in his owne Houſe and Temple over

By ſmoax Is likewiſe noted darkneſſe, the way of Chriſts Govern- 
ment in and over all the Churches of the Saints, is for the preſent 
bard to be found out, it Iyes deep, and is, as it were, hid in the 

 inmoſt bowels of holy writ, not open in the letter of the Scripture, 
but wrapped up in the {pirituall ſenſe thereot. nd Antichrilt hath 
by his Antichriſtian ayre which he brought with him into the 
world, out of that bottomleſle pit,{o darkned the underſtanding of 
men, yea, of many of the deare Saints of God, that they cannot lee 
Chritts way in his Houle and Temple. | 
Again,Antichriſt having taken & kept thisChurch power from the 
Saints 1260.years,and therefore they arezas it were,quite ignorant of 
this Diſcipline and Government (as well they may) therefore not 
able to enter into the Temple, but this Church power ſhall be gran- 
tcd unto the Saints again byChriſt and hisWitnefles the year 1700. 

The Church being thus adorned with pure gold in her inward 

man, and with a broidered garment and fine linen upon her out- 

ward man, and that by authority from Chrilts civill Magiſtrates in 
| Rev.21.t9,1t the place of Judicature, is {aid to deſcend ont of Heaven from God, haves 
ing the glory of God, and ber light was like unto a ſtone mcſt precious, even

E brerſe 4- for,ſaith he, the former things are paſt away, all ofpreſſion and tyranny 
of the enemy, andbe that ſits upon the Throne will make all things new,new 
yerſes, Heaven and new Earth ; new Government in the Church, and a new 
Government in the State : In this new Jeruſalem ſhall be no Temple, 

nor need of the Sunne or Moone to ſhine in it : That is, the Church and 

people of God ſhall have no need of outward glory to make-them 

beautitull in the eyes of Nations, bt God and the Lambe ſha!l þave

The two Governments of Chriſt, the one over the Nations, and another over 
hy new Jeruſalem ; Chriſt reignes 1000. yeares ; Satan and wicked 
men bound all that ſame time, afterwards looſed and utterly deftroyed ; 
The Saints reigning three Termer. 


C Hriſt and his Witneſſes having taken all power into their hands 
both Civill and Eccleliaſticall, and being to reigne over the 
Nations, and upon Mount Z70z and in eruſalem, they muſt have 
two Governments ſet up to rule them by, one to rule the Nations, 
another to rule upon Mount Z70n. 

That whereby Chriſt and his Saints 5 tg reign and rule the Na- 
tions by, is juſt and rightcous Lawes. A King ſh.1l rejgne in righteous Chriſts go- 
eſſe, and Princes ſþall decree jutice, he fall judge thy people with righte= Vernment o- 
oujneſſe, and the poore with judgement ; the mount aines ſhall bring peace to apa cs 
the feople, and the little bils by righteouſueſſe 3 be ſhall judge the poore of — 
the people, be ſhall ſave the children of the needy, and ſhall breake in preces Pſal.72.2. 
the oppreſſour, and in his dayes ſhall the righteous flourihh, and abundance of 3- 
peace ſo long as the Moone endurcth : at that 1ime will T cauſe the Branch ,, . ®* 
of righteouſneſſe to grow up to David, and he ſhall execute judgement and ts s ſe 7 : 
righteonſneſſe in the Land, juſtice and judgement ſhall be the habit ation of heh 
his Throne, mercy and truth ſhall goe before thy face ; a King ſpallreigne pſal,89,14, 
and proſper who ſhall execute judgement in the earth, Tery23+5» 
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Secondly,Chriſt will not only give them uſt and righteous Laws, 
but he will alſo give them his Goſpel,h1ich ſhalbe preached to all Nati. 
ons,e+ they (al come up to Jerafalem to worſhip,e5+ keep the feaſt of Taber- 
cacles. T hey ſhall ſfubmir to his power ſo farre as to havethe Goſ- 
pel preached to the people of che Nations: V/ hich Golpel is called 
the lexves of that Tree of life, which is to heale the Nations of their 
deadly wounds and diſeaſes, tht they may de the Commandements of 


_ God, and have right to the Tree of life, and ſo enter i through the Gate ins 
that holy City, new Feruſalem. 


This Government by which Chriſt will rule in the world, is cal- 
led The new Earth, which God promiſed to make (the old earth be- 
ing paſſed away,even that old Government of oppreiſions and cru- 
elty which the five Beaſts ſet up, being now ditlolved by Chriſt and 
his Witnefles ; Chriſt ſet up a new Government to governe the men 
of the earth by,called The new Earth, iult and righteous Lawes, and 
his Goſpell, to be preached unto all Nations. 

The Ved Government which Chrilt is to ſetup in the Church- 
es of kis Saints and new ferwſalem,is a more tricter government then 
the former : He ſhall fit upon the throne of his glory in his Church and 
Temple, with a meaſuring line and golden reed, to meaſure Jeruſalem, that 
holy City, to ſee that the length and bredth and hight of it be equall ; the 
higheſt Officer, and the meaneſt Member of the Church mutt be e- 
juall in point of power : ard with this rod vr golden reed he is to meas 
ſure the Temple of God, and the Altar, and them that worſhip therein ; but 


_ the outward Comrt muſt not be meaſured. T hey that come into the out- 


ward Coart ; that is, they that come to the preaching of the Goſ- 
pell, meaſure not them, for it is given to all the Nations of the 


world tobe as leaves of the Fee of life to cure them therewith ; but 


the ſtones of the Temple and Altar, and they that worſhip therein, 
muſt be meaſured. 

Firſt, Chriſt will mcaſure all the ſtones which this holy City, 
new Jeruſalem is to be built withall, none is to be admitted but preci- 


ous ftonex, even of jaſper, godly men and women, and the city is to be all of _ 


pure gold;like unto cleere glaſſe. None are to enter into a Church-league 
and Covenant, to be a ſtone of this new Jernſalem,but ſuch as have 


their cloathing of wrought gold, befitting the Spouſe of Chriſt and . 
Queen of Heaven, thole gracesof Gods Spirit which are as gold | 
tryed in the fire, like unto cleare glaſſe, without ſpot or defilement, | 
which are ſo, I ſay, in the judgement of Charity, for ſo muſt the * 
Saints - C 
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Saints judge, if one be without ſpot, not defiling by any outward 
fin, as to worke abomination, or make a lye, he is to be admitted, 
the Saints is to believe that ſuch a one is a precious ſtone,and pure 
gold, in the judgement of charity. 
2, The Temple muſt :not only be meaſured, that is, godly men 
and women which are as lively tones, and ſpirituall, to build this paz. x. 2. 5. 
ſpirituall Temple, bur the Altar neſt be meaſured,all ordinances and Eck. 43. 13. 
inſtruments, with which the Saints are to worſhip,are to be meaſi- 
red ; nothing isto be admitted as an Ordinance of worſhip-, but 
what is of divine inſtitution,which will agree with the Tone 
of the Word, and ballance of the Sanftuary : Not any of that Ro- 
miſh traſh ot mens inventions and humanetraditions, with which 
the Whore of Rome mixed her cup, but the Altar muſt be cleanſed ſe- EK; 43. 26, 
ven daier, ſeven times, as gold or filver,and then the Lord will accept *7* 
of our offerings, Theſe are the Ordinances of the Altar of Chriſt within 
his Temyle. 
3. They that worlhip in the Temple muſt be meaſured , Chriſt 
ſits upon the throne of his Church in the Temple, and all that 
comein after it is built, to worthip, ſhall be meaſured, if they doe 
not agree with the golden recde of divine truth, no admittancein- 
to his Temple ; nay, after they be admitred, it they walke not ac- Rx » 6. 
cording to the rule of the Goſpel], after the third admonition,they ws 
are to be,caſt out of his houſe : As none ſhall enter into his houle x cor. 5. 7. 
that defiles, ſo nothing is admitted to tay thers, for he wonld de- | 
file all the reſt. A /:ttle lexven leaveneth the whole Inmp ; therefore he | 
.muſt be cur off by the ſword of Chritt that goeth out of his * £9: 5+ 6: 
mouth. This isthar government and dilcipline which Chriſt will ,,,, . .- 
{er up in his Temple and holy City,and exerciſe in all the Charch= * « 
cs of his Saints all the 1000, yeares, and tothe end of the world : 
And theſe are the larver, ordinances, and forms, and going out thereof , and Exch. 43,126 
commings in thereof , this is the law of the houſe, upon the top of the monn- 'Y 
zames, Which is called that new Heaven which he will make, that a new Hea- - 
old Heaven being paſſed away ; and there was found no more ſea, 
no more of that Romiſh doGtrine or humane traditions which that 
Antichriltian Whore brought into the world with her ; but that 
Roman Beaſt,and Babyloniſh Whore,with all her abominations, is 
now to be removed out of the way,which ſhe ſerup in the Temple 
and Heaven ; andnow the Lord = up pure ordinances of worſhip

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in all the Churches of the Saints, which he calls the new Heaven, 
which new heaven and earth ſhall ever continue,not only for 1600, 
yeares,in which Chriſt and his Saints ſhall rajgne,Satan be beund, 
and wicked men ſhut up as priſoners in a pit, and lye civilly ſlaine, 
but even to the worlds end ; and then ſhall thatbe tulfilled,Tſa.16, 
16,17,18,19,20,21. Thor ſhalt alſo ſuck the mitke of, 5c. 

So the Lord Jeſus is to raigne over the Nations ofthe world and 
Churches of his Saints, 1000. yeares, which 1000. yeares begins 
when Antichriſt is quite deſtroyed, which will be 1700. yeares, and 
continue unto 2700. in which time Satan is ſaid to be bound and 
ſhut up, and ſealed in that bottomleſſe pit : Not ſo ſhut up, but he 
ſhall ſtill tempt and intice the men of the world , yea, and Saints 
too, to fin ; but this, he ſhall be bound from tempting men to civill 
war againſt one another, allthat 1500. years, and therefore they are 
ſaid, not to learne war any more, that is, not all that 1000. yeares; and 
wicked men ſhall be civilly {lain and laid as dead men, and not to 
liveuntill that 1000. years be ended, and ſhut up as priſoners in a 
pit; not bur that they ſhall have as much liberty as the Saints inan 
outward way, to trade and to have commerce in the world, but 
they ſhall have all civill power taken out of their hands, and o lie 
as dead men, and uſeleſſemen in the State or Kingdome where 
they live, and be in that reſpect as priſoners gathered into 'a pit, 
and ſhut up in priſon. 

Bur after this thouſand yeares is ended, then Satan ſhall be un- 
bound in theyeare 2700. and the reſt of the wicked , which were 
civilly dead, thall live, and the priſoners which were ſhut up, ſhall 
be vilited ; that is, let forth out of their priſon,and the Devil ſhall 
go out to deceive the Nations of theearth, by ſtirring up wicked 
men to make civill war with the Saints; and the wicked of the 
earth ſhall be ſuffered by God to take up armes againit his people, 
and ſo are ſaid to be let out of priſon, tor it is a priſon to bw 14 
men and the Devill, to be kept trom warring againſt the people of 
Gcd. Ard likewiſe are faid to live when the 1co0. yceres are en- 


ded, that is, civilly, they now having taken up Armes, have civill - 


power in their hands, and ſo live, 4nd they ſhall gather together into 
a great Army horſes and horſemen,all of them cloathed with all jorts of ar- 
mour, cven a great company, all of them handling 1he ſword, the number of 
whem 35 4s the ſand of the ſea, Gog and Magog. 1he chiefe Princes of 
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Methech aud Tubal, Captaines of thir great Army , ſhall goe upon the £ 
breadth of the earth, and compaſſe the Campe of the Saints, and the bely- 
zc4City. But God will deſtroy them with a mighty deſtruftion. 
Firſt, he will call for a ſword ag.zinſt bing throwghout all his Moun- 
2zines, or powers of States, all being in the hands of him and his xez. 38, 2x. 
Saints at the ſame time throughout the world. 
Secondly, God will turne the ſword of the enemy againſt them- 
ſelves, ezery mans ſword ſhall be againſt his brother. 
Thirdly, Gud will ſend his peſtilence into their army, aud raigne upon Verſ, 23. 
them great hatle=ſtones, fire and brimitone, and but the ſixt part of them Rev. 20.9. . 
ſhallretirne back, and tbe reſt ſhall fall upon the Mount aine of Iſrael, and Ee, 39. 2.

the people of Gad ſhall be ſevex moneths burying the dead, and ſeven yeares b. 
burning their weapons; Thus will the Lord magnifie and ſanGifie his great 12. 


Name in the fight of the Heathen, and in the eyes of many Nations , and 2 
they ſhall know that he 3s the Lord, and they ſha!l kwow that the people of Exene 2% ol 
Iſrael went into captivity, for their iniquity and for their ſin ; Therefore 
Crod bid his face from them, and gavethem all into the hands of their ene- 
mies ; and the houſe of Iſrael ſhall know that the Lord is their God, from 
that day forwards ; neither will he hide bis face from them any more, becauſe 
he h 1th poured bis Spirit upon them ; And thus ſhall God deltroy this 
great army of Gog & Magog,es the Devil that deceived them ſhall be caſt 
mnto a lake of fire burning, with brimſtone,wbere the Beaſt and flſe prophets 
are, and ſþall be tormented day and night, tor ever an4ever. And then the 
Saints of God, and Churches of Jeſus Chriſt, ſhall reigne in peace 
and quiet, neverto be moleſted by the Devill and wicked men, in a 
way of civill war more, and ſhall reigne to the end of the world ; 
but when that end of the world ſhall be, is not knowne.Our Savi- 
our gave foure {ignes of his comming to judge Antichritt, but of 
that laſt jadgement of quick and dead, when Chriſt ſhall deliver wp 
the Kinzdome to his Father, and God to be all in all, of this day and boure 
knowes no man, no nt the Angels in Heaven, neither the Son, but the Fa- Mk. 13.324 
tbcr, Onely he hath hid this time and ſeaſon in his owne heart and 

breaſt,and it is not for us to ſearch into it,or to meddle with it ; Tc 

may be hundreds or_thouſands-of yeares after this yeare, 2700. 

when Gog and 11agoz ſhall be deſtroyed. 

But this is noted in the Scripture of truth, that the Saints ſhall 

reigne for three periods, they ſhall take and poſſeſſe the Kingdom for ever 1, os 
even for ever and cver, Ever is a terme of time ; the firſt evcr 5g 

; 1059: 
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1655. when the Beaſt, and the falſe prophet,and their Armies ſhall 
be deſtroyed, and the Saints take PR 10n of the Kingdome to the 
yeare 1700.unto whuch time the ſeventh Viall ſhalbe pouring upon 
that Antichriſtian aire, and ſo caſt out of the world, as out of che 
Srave, asS an abominable branch. 

Second Ever is from the yeare 1700. to the yeare 2709. all 
that 1000, yeares reigne of Chritt and his Saints, wherein Satan is 
ro be bound, and the wicked civilly ſlaine and lye dead ; at the end 
of which terme they ſhall aſſay to rake the power out of the hands 
of the Saints, but ſhall not be able. This is the ſecond terme of 
time, or ever, to which the Saints ſhall raigne. 

 *Thethird Ever is from the yeare of Chriſt 2700. to the end 
of: the world, when Jeſus Chriit ſhall come to judge the quick and 
oo and deliver up the Kingdome to his Father, and God be all 
inall. 

Then alſo who knows whether the Lord will fulfill all theſe 
things\in a literall and naturall way,ac his laſt and perſonall com- 
ming tojudgment, as he hath fulfilled them in a ſpirituall and my- 
{ticall ſenſe,as hath been ſhewed in this diſcourſe , ſo that the fun 
{halbe darkened, and the moon be turned into blood, the ſtars fall 


from Heaven, Heaven and Earth to be rolled vt”; as a ſcroll, 


and paſſe away, and their place be no more found, and the ſc 
not only to roare , but.there to be no'more ſea ; and a new Hea- 
ven and a new Earth to be made by the almighty power of God, 
which ſhalbe as a great new City tor the ſervants of God to dwell 
in, and to behold his face, and ſee his glory, which City will have 
no need of the light of a naturall fun or moone, for the Lord God 
and the Lambe will be the light and glory thereof.
